The first attempt to intro- 
duce legislation warning 
Americans off armed bel- 
ligerent ships made in con- 
gress today by Senator 
Gore, a Democrat, was 
summarily blocked by Sen- 
ator Brandage, a Republi- 
can, and under the rules 


of the senate cannot be 
resumed until tomorrow. 


Senator Gore sought to intro- 


duce his bill to prohibit passage 


of Americans on such ships, afld 
also to introduce a concurrent 
resolution, requiring passage by 
the house but, unlike his bill, not 
the approval of the president. 
Senator Gore issued a statement 
declaring: "It seems to me the 
ship of state is drifting or driving 
headlong upon the breakers.

do not say deliberately but I fear 
directly upon the breakers." 


When asked about his bill and 


resolution, Senator Gore said: "I 
have not seen Mr, Bryan since 
last January.

New York, Feb. 24.—The great battle on the western front 


where more than 250,000 Germans are assaulting the French lines 
along a 25 mile front to the north of the fortress of Verdun is the 
outstanding feature in the current war news. 


To take the fortress of Verdun is one of the chief ambitious 


with which the German crown prince has been credited. The pres- 
ent effort under his command is on a scale that indicates the most 
determined effort yet of his armies to break down the barriers with 
which the French have protected their stronghold and get within 
striking distance of the fortress itself. 


At last accounts the battle was still raging with great fury, 


both sides keeping up a continuous fire from all available artillery 
and throwing masses of troops into the fray. Losses on each side 
have been extremely heavy. 


In the fighting during the second day of the great battle the 


Germans pushed their way at points two miles inside the former 
French lines, penetrating as far as the village of Haumont, less than 
eight miles from the .fortress. The French claim to have held the 
approaches to the south-of that; village, however,- checking the Ger. 
man advance there, as they did in the wood of Caures. East of the 
latter point, however, the German advance continued, their forces 
penetrating the Wavrille wood after desperate fighting. Elsewhere 
the German attack is claimed to have been arrested.

The three nun turret* on (lie PcnnBylv 
The Pennsylvania, the newest and largest .fighting machine of the 


United States navy, has just gone to the Maine coftst to make her trial 
run. The. dreadnought has several features that are new to naval con- 
struction. The most striking is her four turrets, each with three guns. 
This is the first of Uncle Sam's fighting boats to have this armament 
When she fires a broadside it means that nine tons of steel are being- 
hurled at her enemy. She will be assigned to the Atlantic fleet and wifi 
probably be the flagship. The boat is of 31,500 tons. She f.i f!08 feet long 
with a 97-foot beam. She is an oil burner and has a speed of twenty-one 
knots. Her complement consists of 1,100 officers and men. Capt. H. -R. 
Wilson, president of the board of inspection and survey of the navy de- 
partment, ba« bctn appointtd tb* Ptnnsylvania'i commander.
